The  story  told  in  this  picture  reasonably  sums  up  the  entire  1963  season,  because  Ryan's  touchdown  did  not 
count.  It  was  a  season  of  injuries,  record  high  temperatures,  and  six  defeats  on  the  road.  But  it  also  had  its  high- 
water  marks.  The  Pumas  won  two  of  their  three  home  games  in  come-from-behind  victories  over  arch-rivals  Val¬ 
paraiso  and  DePauw.  Rich  Ostrowski  established  a  conference  record  with  a  35-yard  field  goal  against  DePauw  only 
to  set  the  stage  for  Ron  Boguski's  record  shattering  48-yarder  fifteen  minutes  later. 

The  team  doubled  its  passing  record  over  1962,  but  failed  to  score  a  touchdown  pass.  The  loss  of  only  eight 
seniors  has  eyebrows  raised  for  1964  but  the  likes  of  Gugliotta,  Schreiber,  Boguski,  Isselhard,  Ostrowski,  and  An¬ 
derson  (all  3-time  letter  winners)  will  be  sorely  missed.
